“Inequitable Taxation 


Cogent and powerful were the arguments recently advanced by Premier 
Angus Macdonald of Nova Scotia in support of his advocacy of centraliza- 
tion of taxation in the Dominion before the Rowell Commission on Dominion- 
Provincial relations in Halifax when he contended that this method of taxa- 
tion would be “more equitable, efficient and productive.” 

The Nova Scotian premier’s suggestion was made more particularly 
applicable to income tax, corporation taxes and inheritance taxes—the) 
latter being better known in the west as succession duties, the intention 
being to make these taxes national in scope with provision for the distribu- 
tion of the proceeds among the provinces by ‘a Federal grants commission 
“on a fiscal need basis.” 

On the score of greater equitability of division of taxation proceeds as 
between the provinces, Premier Macdonalds arguments were particularly 
pertinent when applied to succession duties, or inheritance taxes, declaring 
that in this respect the central provinces enjoy a preferred position. He 
backed up this statement by figures showing that in 1934 Ontario collected 
59.1 per cent. of all succession duties collected in all provincés, while Quebec 
collected 24.4 per cent., making a total of 83.5 per cent. for these two prov- 
inces alone and leaving only 16.5 per cent. for the other seven provinces 
combined,

The reason for the large share of succession revenues absorbed by the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec is not far to seek when it is pointed out 
that as the law stands to-day succession duties on intangible property, 
such as stocks and bonds and mortgages, are payable to the government of 
the province in which the assets represented by the securities are located. 
In interpretation this is held to mean that the duties are payable to the 
province in which is located the head office of the corporation issuing the 
securities, since, with the exception of the banks, these companies refuse 
to open offices for the transfer of stocks and bonds and similar instruments 
in the other provinces. ° ‘ 

‘This situation nas long been felt to be a discrimination against the 
maritime and west inces, but in more recent years it has become 
_ aggravated with the collapse of realty values and the consequent transfer 
* of considerable wealth to the intangible property form and the increasing 
issuance of securities for the development of natural resources. 

But even worse than this, is the fact that the provinces in which the 
deceased was domiciled also regard it as their inalienable right to collect 
inheritance tax on intangible property, as@a result of which beneficiaries are 
called upon to pay a double tax, one to the domiciliary provinces and 


another to the province of situs, to quote a legal term,

Futile Efforts 


_. Some years ago efforts were made to provide for the passage of re- 
ciprocal agreements between any two or more provinces with the object of 
relieving estates from double taxation but so far little or ho advantage 
has been taken of this proposal. 

As far back as 1925 the inequitability of. succession duty taxation and 
the’ bnrden it is throwing upon estates, especially upon estates in the west- 
ern provinces which are perforce usually very small, was pointed out by’ 
G. H. Barr, K.C., of Regina, in an interesting and informative address on 
the whole subject before the Bar Association of Canada in which he said: 

“There has been very little reciprocity among the Provinces and it is 
very unlikely that this provision (providing for mutual agreements) will 
ever become effective. It would appear to us that instead of each Province 
attempting to deal individually with each other Province; representatives 
of all Provinces should meet at a common table and devise some plan to 
which they will all be party and which will automatically take effect in 
all Provinces at the same time.” ry 

In an exhaustive, though compact treatise on ‘the subject, the result 
of over a year of laborious study and research, Mr. Barr referred to a 
recommendation made earlier in that year by R. M. Fisher, a Winnipeg 
barrister in-a brief to the Manitoba Tax Conference in which he suggested, 
among other things, the creation of an inter-provincial board with power 
to adjust equitably claims of multiple taxation ‘as between provinces and 
provide for some Federal body to collect and distribute among the provinces 
entitled to the taxes so collected, 

It should be possible,” said Mr. Barr, commenting upon this suggestion, 
“to arrange some satisfactory basis for the division of this particular tax 
among the Provinces entitled to share in it. If it were stock in a company 
the tax might well be divided among the Provinces in which the enterprise 
is carried on on the basis of the annual business turnover in each Prov- 
i or some other arbitrary basis making for a reasonably just apportion- 
ment.”

Nitie-tenths of the property dam- 
age caused by lightning ,occurs in 
rural areas, it is reported in the first 
sections of the ‘Code for Protection 
Against Lightning,” issued by the 
US.

ed to see that they are properly con- 
nected to the ground. Placing light- 
ning rods on small buildings in urban 
areas, particularly near large build-

Evidence continues to accumulate 
that Great Britain, while in no sense 
seeking war, is certainly rushing her 
way to effective preparedness, should 
war come. The new fortifications at 
Cyprus; the strengthening of the air 
base at Alexandria and of the pro- 
tection of the Suez Canal; the not- 
able additions to the air force at 
Singapore and the establishment 
there of the most mobile 
heavy gun batteries in the world to- 
day, so far as is known; the plan— 
offiicaky confirmed in ‘London cables 
—to establish a strong naval and air 
base at the port of Freetown in the 
West African colony of Sierra Leone; 
the huge undertaking at Capetown, 
in the cost of which Britain is shar- 
ing; and the additional. warships over 
and ‘above those already planned, 
envisaged in the speech of Sir 
Thomas Inskip alittle while ago— 
there are some of the concrete proofs 
that the British Government is not 
only alert to the critical nature of 
the general international situation 
but has no intention of being caught 
napping by any other Power any- 
where at any time.

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Important Western Industry 


Opening Of Plant Of General Motors 
In Regina Fosters New Spirit 
Of Optimism In West 

Since the official re-opening of the 
Regina plant of General Motors of 
Canada Limited on December 16, an 
ever-increasing interest has  been| 
evinced in the far-reaching sig- 
nificance of this industrial renais- 
sance in the West. 

Business and public men who at- 
tended the opening ceremonies at the 
$2,200,000 plant following completion 
of a $700,000 modernization program, 
joined in expressing the view that} 
General Motors’ action has done} 
much to foster a new spirit of eco- 
nomic optimism in the West. At the; 
same time, they stated that it is an| 
imporant step on the road to diversi- 
fication in Saskachewan. In this 
connection, Premier W. J. Patterson 
of that province remarked in his ad-| 
dress, “The re-opening of the General 
Motors’ plant, in addition to giving 
employment to a substantial number.) 
of people, is an important recognition 
of the industrial possibilities of the 
West. Coming at a time when the} 
province is experiencing such serious 
difficulties, this action on the part of 
the company is welcome and encour- 
aging.” 

Other speakers pointed out that 
re-opening of the Western factory 
meant that work was assured for a 
regular staff of about 400 Western 
Canadians, while programs of asso- 
ciated industries are expected to pro- 
vide additional employment. De- 
signed to supply the entire western 
demand in Canada, the plant, prescnt 


plans indicate, will provide work for 
many employees over the greater 
part of the year, while the monthly 
payroll is estimated at approximately 
$60,000, 

The interest of the prairie people 
themselves in the re-opening of the 
big factory is refiectcd in that fact 
that close to 9,000 persons witnessed 
the assembly lines swinging into 
action as the 1938 car building sched- 
ule was launched. A western produc- 
tion program of 10,000 units was 
announced by Harry J. Carmichael, 
Vice-President and General Manager 
of General Motors of Canada Limited. 


At the opening ceremonies while 
newspaper and newsreel cameras 
clicked and broadcast commentators 
déscribed the proceedings, provincial 
and civic leaders extended a warm 
welcome to General Motors’ execu- 
tives. Accompanying Mr. Carmichael 
from Oshawa were C. E. McTavish, 
General Sales Manager, and James 
B. Highfield, General Plant Manager. 

It was recalled that nine years 
ago when the plant was built, the 


first car off the assembly line was 
presented by R. §8, McLaughlin, 
president of the company, to the 
Saskatchewan branch of the Red 
Cross Society. Since that time, W. 
F,. Marshall, Red Cross Commis- 
sioner, and other society officials 
have driven the car 65,000 miles on 
errands of mercy in all parts of Sas- 
katchewan’s drouthland, and it is 
still in service, 

With the re-opening of the plant, 
the first 1938 car off the assembly 
line, a Chevrolet coach, was again 
placed in the service of the Red 
Cross. Mr, Carmichael handed the 
keys over to Hon, A. P. McNab, 
Lieutenant-Governor of Saskatche- 
wan, who in turn presented them to

At mile 18 a wood pole, single cir- 
cuit, aluminum cable line 40 miles

I asked the patrolmen. both of 
whom I met by good luck, if they 
weren’t lonely, but mile 13 is close 
enough to Flin Flon to have visitors, 
and at mile 38 they are lonely only 
in summer, while in winter they feed 
teamsters twice a day—men hauling 
supplics to Island Falls over the ice. 

This supply business is mighty im- 
portant because you can’t run down 
to the corner store for something 
forgotten, and you must have a 
year’s supply on hand at all times. 

In winter, then, about 200 tons, 
valued at $30,000 to $50,000 of stock 
and provisions are hauled in and 
stored in warehouses for non-perish- 
able food stuffs. There is a heated 
room for the storage of freezable 
focds, and an ammonia refrigerating 
plant maintains cold storage for 
packing house provisions. 

Believe me, I ate beef in July that 
had been brought in the previous 
December and. it was better than 
you'd buy in the c’ty, because every 
chop, roast, chicken, etc., is govern- 
ment inspected then wrapped separ- 
ately in Cellophane, quick frozen and 
kept that way till the housewife gets 
it. 

The company store is excellently 
laid out, and carries every good 
branded line of drugs, cosmetics, 
canned goods, s‘lk stockings, etc., 
and marvellous to relate, sells at less 
than city prices, despite the cost of 
hauling and storage. 

Some part of the stock consisted 
of unknown lines to me, but was for 
trading with the Indians, a town of 
Crees (Roman _ Catholics) being 
established on the mainland three 
miles away, whose men folk do log- 
ging and btfuslie work around. the 
properties. There are about 30 em- 
ployed, and who are entitled to buy 
at the Company store at the same 
prices the white residents pay. This 
is.some difference to the way it used 
to be when the Indian was fair 
game for the white trader. However, 
all through my studies I was deeply 
impressed w:th how the company 
went out of their way to treat em- 
ployees fairly, and with the satisfac- 
tion expresed by the men and women 
workers both here and in Flin Flon. 

Getting up to Island Falls from 
Flin Flon was easy. I took a taxi

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SEES RETURN OF 
GOOD CROPS WITH 
NORMAL RAINFALL 


Ottawa. — The only thing wrong 
with Saskatchewan drouth area was 
lack of rain, said Dr. Thomas Don- 
nelly (Lib., Wood Mountain) during 
the throne speech debate in the 
House of Commons. He protested 
against statements made in different 
circles to the effect conditions in the 
dry sections of the prairies were due 
to farming methods. 

The drouth area was not confined 
to Canada. It spread over many 
states of the American union and ex- 
tended into Mexico, Last year the 
area was restricted on the edges as 
compared with previous years, but 
the drouth in the centre ofthe area 
became more intense than ever be- 
fore. There was practically no 
growth at all. 

Dr. Donnelly said all signs pointed 
to a further restriction of the area 
next year. It appeared the country 
was gradually coming back to condi- 
tions of normal rainfall and normal 
production. ‘ 

Most of the farmers in the drouth 
area had settled there with no 
worldly goods, he explained. Over a 
period of 20 years they had enjoyed 
reasonably wood crops and many of 
them had built up assets of $10,000 
to $20,000. It was impossible to ask 
those men, new 40 to 65 years old, 
to leave their homes and the land 
they know would produce cro if 
rain came and carve out new homes 
for themselves elsewhere. They 
would not do it. 

“I would like to say this to the 
government,” he said. “It is justified 
in helping the old settlers remain on 
the land, but it is *not justified in 
helping young men settle or start 
farming there. Young men should 
be encouraged to go elsewhere and 
start farming whefe prospects are 
better.” 

Dr. Donnelly said the old settlers 
had faith in the land and he shared 
it. There would be rains there again 
and there would be good crops again. 

Stock died in Saskatchewan last 
fall and early winter because feed 
was not shipped to the drouth area 
soon enough, it was charged by E. 
E. Perley (Cons., Qu’Appelle). He 
blamed the federal government. 

In some sections of Saskatchewan 
30 per cent. of the horses were re- 
ported dead or dying from starvation 
early in January, Mr. Perley said. 
Some farmers charged the Saskat- 
chewan government with deliberately 
stalling in feed payments to save in- 
terest, he said. 

Mr. Perley favored a control board 
for the western wheat industry. 
There were control boards for rail- 
ways, radio, power and various other 
industries and he could see no ob- 
jection to a grain control board. 


German Army Shakeup 


Reports Say Three Generals Have 
Offered Their Resignations 

Berlin.—Diplomatic quarters heard 
reports three generals offered their 
resignations in protest against Nazi- 
fication of the German army and 
wondered whether there are many 
discontented higher officials. 

Observers familiar with Chancellor 
Hitler’s tactics said all necessary 
precautions against army opposition 
naturally were taken before the 
Chanchellor embarked on his drastic 
shakeup of the army high command 
and the foreign office. 

Meanwhile, Nazi party headquart- 
ers, with Heinrich Himmler, chief of 
all German police, as the prime 
mover, was said to be preparing an 
order for ‘“‘Nazification” of the army. 

It was reported the order would 
eliminate chaplaing from the army, 
make the Nazi salute obligatory, con- 
fine recruiting of future young 
officers to men who attended Nazi 
party institutions of learning; and 
place a political commission on each 
army staff.

Anarchy In China 


Banditry Causing A Lot Of Trouble 
For Japanese Army 

Shanghai—-A grave state of an- 
archy and lawlessness was reported 
straining authority of Japanese in 
north China while their armies strug- 
gled to conquer a vast area of central 
China along the Lunghai railroad. 

Despatches from Tientsin said that 
after the Japanese evicted Chinese 
officials in captured north China 
provinces, these areas relapsed into 
banditry and civic disorder. 

It was reported conditions had be- 
come intolerable for peasants who 
did not flee from their homes during 
the Japanese invasion and _ that 
maurauding bands were preying on 
the countryside. 

Japanese authorities in Tientsin 
charged Communist agents were 
active in stirring up the people to 
ynprecedented anarchy.

‘FOR CHEAP 
LOW COST HOMES 
ARE ANNOUNCED 


Ottawa.—This year's crop of new, 
low-cost homes ‘will probably feature 
conventional lines as a result of the 
Dominion Housing Act minimum cost 
house competition in which the win- 
ners were announced. None of the 
modernistic, flat-roofed types were 
chosen, 


From 300 designs entered by archi- 
tects in every province the judges 
selected 10 which will be completed 
with full working plans to be made 
available at a cost to meet the bur- 
den of even the most humble builder. 

Winners in the contest will receive 
$250 each when the plans are com- 
pleted and turned over to the govern- 
ment, and the plans will then be 
sold*to prospective builders at $10 
each. 

The designs were for houses to cost 
not more than $2,500 in British Col- 
umbia or $3,000 elsewhere in Canada, 
insulated, containing three bedrooms, 
living-room, dining-space, kitchen, 
bath and basement. Winners in the 
contests were ‘architects and firms in 
Quebec, Ontario and British Colum- 
bia. 

Gable roofs predominated in the 
designs chosen, with some mansard 
and “hip” roofed models, and ex- 
treme simplicity was the keynote of 
all.. Materials to. be used were left 
to the option of the builder. 

In some, instances provision was 
made for one bedroom on the ground 
floor with the dining room or alcove 
combined either with living room or
